The 
oth that Prince advanc’d with Nebor, fome other 
Officers and 80 Horfe, to view our Camp; and he 
narrowly efcap’d being met by a much ftronger Par- 
ty which were revurning from an Excurfion. The 
rith the Duke de Noailles advanc’d with 500 Horfe 
to Bafcara on the Fluvia, and difcover’d that the E- 
nemy had beyond that Place near Oriols, the Regi- 
ment of Horfe of Nebo of 10 Troops, and 2 others 
of 8 Troops each, but very week. The 12th the 
Prince of Darmftad retir’d to Girone, and the 14th 
was follow’d by Nebor with the 3 Regiments, ex- 
cept 2 Troops which he left at Bafara, to give No- 
tice of the Approach of our Army. The Duke de 
Noailles has receiv’d a Reinforcement of 2 Batalli- 
ons from the Cerdagne. Several Pieces of Artillery, 
with Ammunition and Tools for breaking up 
ee, are arriv’d at Rofes by Sea from Ronfiil- 
on. 

Pars, June 9. We have Advice from Catalonia 
of the 29th of May, that the Duke de Noailles was 
advanc’d to Cervia on the Ter, in a fpacious Plain 
within a League of Girone. He found the Prince of 
Darmftad encamp'd on the other fide, with about 
seco Men of regular Troops and a like Number of 
Miquelets and Peafants; his Right extended to the 
Hill of fort Rouge, and his Lefc under the Cannon 
of Girone: He bad in Front Pont Major, and had 
fecur’d the Fords of the Ter by Jnirenchments.
